EL MONTE'S FIRST SHIPMENT. 

A cracking big shipment of walnuts 
has just gone forward from El Monte, 
the first of the season's harvest, which 
promises to be the greatest ever known 
in that section. 

There were twenty-two. carloads in 
the lot~—nearly a full train—and there 
are many more to follow. 

Wagons laden with their burdens 
from the walnut groves stood in a line 
that extended for more than half a 
mile as the cars were being loaded at 
the railroad station. As fast as the 
cars on the side track were loaded they 
were pulled away and others took their 
place until the last of the waiting 
wagons discharged its cargo. 

In the long line of wagons yesterday 
was one drawn by four horses and 
piled high with sacked nuts valued by 
the owner, J. 8. Killian, at $1500. 

Growers say the yield in the El Monte 
district is a record- breaker: the nuts are 


they have deen sold—13 cents per 
pound—is the highest realized in years. 

One grower reports that he has 
picked 135 sacks from a ten-acre grove 
and that, with what remains on the 
trees. his returns will be at the rate 
of $200 an acre.

Postmaster M. H. Fiint telegraphed 
the Postoffice Department yesterday 
that one of two things had to be done;

It is assuring to think that Los

chronic could any disturbance reach 
us. 


EEDLESS DISPUTES. 
These petty disputes which occur 


men and our northern neighbors off 
the coasts of Newfoundland and the 
Canadian shores of Lake Erie, should 
be avoided. They have gone on too 
long. They are a source of needless 
irritation, and they might easily lead 
to co uences more or less serious. 

Such incidents as the running down 
of American fishing: vessels, or the 
firing upon them by armed Canadian 
vessels, are not to be tolerated much 
longer. Our government will have to 
come to a definite understanding with 
Canada and Great Britain, or some- 
body will lose his temper and make 
trouble that will be deeply regretted 
afterward. No real difficulty should be 
experienced in arranging matters so 
that all parties interested will know 
their exact rights in the premises, and 
all cause for friction will be removed. 
After a thorough understanding has 
been had, let its terms be honestly and 
firmly enforced. It will not be neces- 
sary to resort to the folly of armed 
force in order to set the matter right. 
No one expects this. If fishermen 
the United States violate the regula- 
tions agreed upon, the United States 
should: punish them as they may de- 
serve, upon proof of their guilt. If 
Canadian officers violate agreements, 
let them also be punished, by the gov- 
ernment which is responsible for their 
actions. Little real difficulty need be 
experienced in getting at the. truth of 
the matter where violations are al- 
leged on either side. All that is 
needed is a little ordinary horse sense 
on both sides. | 


‘ONARCHY OR REPUBLIC? 

The present government of Nor- 
way—a rather indeterminate entity— 
has just issued a proclamation recom- 
mending that the people, at the forth- 
coming election, shall vote for a 
monarchical form of government, 
based upon the British and the Italian 
constitutions. As an argument, it is 
pointed out in the government's mani- 
festo that “the best friends of Norway 
in Europe declare that the country's 
relations with the foreign powers can 
be the better secured by the retention 
of the monarchy.” 

Another proclamation has been is- 
sued by the Radicals and Socialists 
recommending that a republican form 
of government be adopted. Still an- 
other proclamation, signed by 110 Lib- 
erals, supports the morsarchical idea 
as recommended by the government. 

It is apparent from the foregoing 
that there is considerable division of 
sentiment among the Norwegians as to 
the form that their new government 
shall take. The preponderating opin- 
ion appears to be that the monarchi- 
cal form shall be retained, under the 
safeguards of a liberal constitution, 
which limits the power of the sover- 
eign to such an extent that he is vir- 
tually the agent of the people, to exe- 
cute their will. Such a government, 
if the monarch remains within the 
limitations of the organic law, affords 
almost or quite as much freedom to 
the individual citizen as a republic. 

The exact form which a govern-. 
ment assumes is of comparatively 
small consequence'if the people rule. 
The people are by right the ultimate 
source of power and authority under 
any government, but they are some- 
times incapable of exercising their 
fundamental rights for their own best 
good. In proportion as the people are 
educated they are capable of partici- 
pating in or controlling the govern- 
mental function. It is only through 
their own ignorance that the people's 
rights and powers can be taken from 
them or used for their own oppression. 

Successful self-government is the 
highest test of citizenship. But it is a 
rule which works both ways, for the 
highest types of citizenship are devel- 
oped under successful self-government. 
Whether Norway could at present 
maintain with success a purely repub- 
lican government is a grave question. 
The indications are that her people 
will wote to retain the monarchical 
form. This will perhaps be the wiser 
course under existing conditions. 
Norwegian traditions are more in har- 
mony with monarchies than with re- 
publics. | 

But it is probably only a question of 
time when all the thrones on earth 
will be relegated to the junk-heap.

That diamond flelds exist in the State 


of Guerrero is a matter of history. Two 
great white diamonds found nearly a 
century ago, are to be seen in the na- 
tional museum in the City of Mexico. 
The fields were discovered early in the 
last century by Gen. Vicente Guerrero, 
one of the heroes of the war for Mex- 
ican independence, and come stones 
were secured by the Mexican leader. 
However, he remained in ignorance of 
their value until some time later, 
when he took them to an English jew- 
eler in the city of Oaxaca. The jew- 
eler, who was the father of the present 
Catholic archbishop of Oaxaca, pro- 
nounced them diamonds of the frst

SANTA BARBARA, Nov. 3.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} The residence owned 
by A. W. Buell and occupied by Mr.

‘TURNED LOOSE. 


COMPLAINANT FREES HOFFMAN 
OF SERIOUS CHARGE. | 


— ä ( — 


Arthur T. Steele Drops Prosecution 
of Man Who Borrowed Diamonds 
and Then Raised Loan on Them. 
Says the Fellow Has Been Punished 
Enough for His Act. 


The charge of embezzlement pre- 
ferred against John V. Hoffman for- 
merly a member of the firm of Hoff- 
man and Hatch, local agents for a safe 
company at No. 105 North Broadway 
was dismissed before. Justice Austin 
yesterday at the instance of Arthur T. 
Steele, the complainant. 

“IT believe Hoffman has been suffi- 
ciently punished,” said Mr. Steele last 
evening, “and in view of the state- 


ments which he has made to me since | 


his arrest I am willing. to drop al! 
prosecution.” 
Hoffman was arrested charged with 


pawning a diamond ring and a diamond 


pin belonging to Mr. Steele without the 
jattér’s consent or knowledge. He sub- 
sequentiy appeared before Steele with 
an agreement, by the terms of which 
Hoffman was to return $65, as the price 
of the. jewels, admitting that he had 
pawned them, and would return their 
equivalent in cash as soon as possibie 
at 10 per cent.’ interest. 

Steele refused to become a party to 
the agreement, and upon learning that 
his jewels had been pawned consulted 
a lawyer and had Hoffman arrested 
charged with embezzlement. At the 
time of Hoffman's arrest he gave out 
various stories to a Times reporter in 
the office of the detective department. 
none of which, it appears, bore any 
semblance of truth. He charged Steele 


with having caused his arrest through | 


a spirit of spitefulness, and stated that 
Steele was a discharged bookkeeper 
formerly employed by him. 

Instead of being an accountant out 
of a position, Steele is the proprietor of 
“Steele’s Expert Bookkeeping Com- 
pany” with offices at No. 105 North 
Broadway, and as a matter of fact 
owns all of the office furniture which 
has been used by Hoffman & Hatch, 
and at various times has advanced 
funds to the concern enabling them to 
continue in business. Steele's associa- 
tion with the company has consisted of 
having charge of their accounts in ad- 
dition to conducting his regular busi- 
ness from the office of their salesrooni. 
Despite the fact that Hoffman glibiy 
declared Steele to be a discharged em. 
ployé he now comes forth with a 
signed statement by which he attempts 
to convey the impression that the re- 
porters were misied in their facts. His 
statement is as follows: 

“I, the undersigned, John v. Hoft- 
man, do hefeby declare that the state- 
ments made and published in The 
Times of Saturday and Sunday last 
purporting to be a statement from me 
with reference to Mr. A. T. Steele have 
been misreported, owing to thoge re- 
porting the same having been misin- 
formed: and A. T. Steele is hereby au- 
thorized by me to insert a complete 
denial of the same in the papers con- 
cerned.” 

The statement bears Hoffman's sig- 
nature, and is witnessed by his former 
business associate, F. A. Hatch. 

Hoffman's statement is. highly amus- 


W. ing when it is known that the mis- 


construction placed upon the case is 


due tirely to his own statements 
whic were given apparently in the 
best faith and with all due degard to 


truthfulness. 
As Hoffman misled the reporters in 
regard to Mr. Steele so he continued 


[when his conpection with the jewels 


was questioned. Mr. Steele said to a 
Times representative last night: 

“The statement that Hoffman would 
immediately have returned the dia- 
monds or the money to myself upon 
my demand, is absolutely false, as 
proved by the agreement which he ex- 
hibited to me after I had made my 
third and last demand upon him for 
the return of the property. 

“A year ago I loaned the two dia- 
monds in question to Hoffman when he 
contemplated a trip to San Francisco. 
He wanted them, as he explained, ‘to 
show a good front’ and they were re- 
turned to me two months afterward. 

“After September 30, Hoffman came 
to me, having resigned his position 
with the safe company, and requested 
the loan of the same jewels for a few 
date. He claimed to be working on a 
proposition which needed an air of 
prosperity, and I consented to the loan 
as a personal matter. There was abso- 
lutely no agreement as to the pawning 
of the diamonds. The property was 
placed in a pawnbroker's hands on Oc- 
tober 4, however, without my know 

or consent, and subsequently 
learning of this fact I requested a re- 
turn of the jewels, and this not being 
complied with I had Hoffman ar- 


rested. 

“Subsequentiy, after being released 
from jail on bail, Hoffman appeared 
before me and im the presence of wit- 
nesses tearfully explained that he had 
no Intention of defrauding me, but be- 
ing in pressing need of money had 
pawned the diamonds, expecting to re- 
turn them without my knowledge of 
the transaction. Being satisfied that 
Hoffman's cffense was merely a grave 
indiscretion devoid of criminal intent 1 
concluded to drop the prosecution. 1 


sincerely believe his incarceration in 
the City Jail was sufficient punish- 
ment.“
